Tho murder of Joaqulu Ctiildcre, a 


half-breed, at Watts \*lley lust Monday, 
turns out to be a very peculiar affair. It 
occurred at a roundup, and between 
twenty-live and thirty people were a few 
hundred yards away from the place 
where Childera was shot, yet no one saw 
the murderer.
